Architect ‘ 
Concept 


The architectural concept of B’nai Jacob exemplifies the architecture 
of the American synagogue. Today, the twentieth century pattern of life 
and modern materials of construction must be combined with the historic 
tradition of the age-old religion. The simple, straight forward design is in- 
tended to provide a sort of inviting, almost home effect, rather than the 
stiff, formidable designs that have characterized synagogues of the past. 


From the beginning, the architect’s design was directed to providing, 
along contemporary lines, immediate access to the Sanctuary, Chapel, Social 
Halls, Offices, and Educational Wing from a central glazed foyer which 
opens both to the main street to the east and the parking area to the west. 
The entrance has been designed so as to provide an open, inviting effect, 
welcoming people to religious worship. This is contrary to the old-fashioned 
type of closed, rather formidable looking doors or entrances. 


Also considered carefully in the architect’s basic design was the ex- 
pansion of the Synagogue, the future Social Hal! which will open directly 
onto the west wall of the Sanctuary, and the additional classrooms to the 
west of the present educational wing, which were planned for an expand- 
ing congregation. The Rabbi’s Study has been located where it is both con- 
venient to direct public access and also has direct access to the Synagogue 


proper. 


Although obvious needs for economy affected the design, an attempt 
has been made by proper relationship of masses and proportion to secure 
a pleasing architectural composition that tends toward an attractive design. 
Future plans include for the interior finishing of the Synagogue.

OVpe History OF Brat Jacob Congregation

The history of the B’nai Jacob Congregation is 
in essence the story of the Jews in Fort Wayne, 
or for that matter, the history of the Jews any- 
where in this country. 


From my vantage point of more than half a 
century, and as one of the few natives who have 
had the privilege of observing this congregation 
from the beginning, | see in its progress and 
growth, the progress and growth of a community. 
But far greater than this, | see the semblance and 
symbolism of a TREE—-THE TREE OF LIFE. 


The roots of this tree are the handful of 25 or 
30 Jewish families who came here during the 
latter part of the last century. They were a small 
group, differing greatly in character and Euro- 
pean origin; immigrants coming from diversified 
European backgrounds who had little in common. 
But their faith in one God, their common heritage 
of Judaism, and often persecution, was motive 
enough to unite them in prayer and worship. 
There were cobblers and tailors and peddlers; a 
scant few of whom were well versed in Torah, but 
they all shared in the grim determination that 
their children be given the education and ad- 
vantages that they had been denied. The struggle 
for existence was often difficult, but the roots of 
the tree went deeper and deeper into the good 
earth and gathered strength with the years. 


In Sept. 29, 1912, B’nail Jacob was organized 
and in 1914 the first synagogue on Wayne and 
Monroe Sts. was dedicated, and Rabbi Mandel 
Hurwitz served as its first leader. He officiated 
as rabbi, cantor, teacher, shochet, and mohel the 
multiple duties that were expected of the leader 
of an orthodox congregation in those days. 


With an increase in membership, his duties 
were lightened, and Rabbi Ginzler came to serve 
the congregation as Rabbi. His first duty was to 
establish a CHEDER. Rabbi Ginzler was followed 
by Rabbi Jacob Waldman, then Rabbi Shor. Each 
in his own way contributing to the well being of 
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the struggling young congregation. 
THE TREE WAS BEGINNING TO THRIVE. 


To the second generation fell the MITZVAH 
of integrating the old world with the new, of be- 
ing the connecting link between the old genera- 
tion and the new. The tree was showing strength 
and vigor, and had developed a sturdy trunk, that 
joined the roots of yesterday to the branches of 
tomorrow. 


This was the generation who had neither the 
Hebrew background nor the means nor time to 
acquire Hebrew learning. The trend of the times 
was worldly, and they saw the beauties of Jewish 
tradition, music, literature and philosophy fall 
into disuse, and knew that they were being robbed 
of a precious heritage. They became fully aware 
of the importance of implanting into the hearts 
of our youth the advantages and responsibilities 
of Judaism, and so when Rabbi Price came to 
guide the congregation in 1928, he concentrated 
all of his efforts toward eliciting the interest of 
the younger people. Sabbath services were now 
held with English translations, and a women’s 
choir assisted. He directed and taught his Hebrew 
and religious school of more than 25 children. By 
now the membership of the synagogue was be- 
tween 50 and 60 families. But the high point of 
his service was the Hebrew Center which was 
built adjoining the synagogue in 1931. 


This was immediately thrown open to all the 
Jewish youth of the city for meetings, entertain- 
ment, or athletics. The Zionist and Haddassah 
organizations were invited to avail themselves of 
the facilities of the center, and the congregation 
supported and joined their ranks almost to a man. 


Rabbi Irving Weingart followed Rabbi Price 
and served about 12 years. During the diffi- 
cult period of World War II, he not only min- 
istered to the needs of a growing congregation in 
times of stress, but gave of himself to the many 
homesick soldiers stationed at Baer Field. He, in

turn, was followed by Rabbi Joseph Gorfinkel who 
served about 7 years. It was Rabbi Gorfinkel who 
started the beautiful custom of joint congrega- 
tional singing, and it was while he was here that 
the land for the new: synagogue was purchased 
and the first building committee formed. 


AND NOW THE TREE iS IN FULL BLOOM. 


To the present generation falls the blessing of 
bringing about that which their predecessors 
started. We of today are the ones chosen by God 
to carry out His commands in His new house of 
worship, and to teach them diligently to our chil- 
dren in this new house of learning. 


Rabbi Seymour Weller assumed the leadership 
of the B’nai Jacob Congregation in 1952, and to 
him goes the credit for uniting our forces and 
stimulating our efforts. In 1954 the first spadeful 
of ground was turned—the first step in fulfilling 
our dream. 


Today, December 2, 1956, that dream becomes 
a reality. The building of the new synagogue and 
educational center has been accomplished and 
the membership of the congregation has risen to 
about 200 families, its highest point. 


The religious school has been reorganized by 
Rabbi Weller into a modern, progressive institu- 


tion of high educational standards, and the 
Hebrew school is one of which we may be justly 
proud. Modern methods and techniques, and a 
standard curriculum have been introduced. He is 
guiding and inspiring our youth in the ways of 
traditional Judaism. The steadily increasing at- 
tendance at our Friday night services indicates a 
healthy renewal of religious fervor. And a great 
many, both young and old find a true Sabbath 
spirit in the Saturday morning services. 


Our congregation has grown in stature. By 
his inter-faith and inter-group work, Rabbi Weller 
is spreading the great Jewish concept of the 
brotherhood of man to our non-Jewish con- 
temporaries. And so with unity within our ranks, 
and with good will and esteem from our non- 
Jewish brethren we can truly bear out the ancient 
chant, ‘“’HENAI MA TOV UMA NAWIM SHEVET 
ACHIM GAM YACHAD.’’-—How goodly and how 
pleasant for brethren to dwell together in peace.
